If  you  already  have 
coverage,  you  can  receive  a 
refund  by  coming  into  our 
offices  during  the  opt  out 
period  in  late  September. 
The  Dental  Plan  covers  80% 
of  dental  exams  including  di- 
agnosis, treatment  plan  and 
x-rays;  60%  cleaning  and

Not  An  Outsider

Erindale  College  is  one  of 
UofT's  two  suburban  cam- 
puses (Scarborough  being 
the  other).  It  is  located  in 
Western  Mississauga,  where 
it  is  dubbed  by  some  of  its 
students  as  the  "high 
school"  university  campus. 
Such  a  viewpoint  revolves 
around  the  following  facts: 

1)  a  large  proportion  of  the 
Erindale  student  community 
originate  from  the  city  of 
Mississauga; 

2)  some  would  argue  that  it 
is  only  a  campus  for  those 
students  who  don't  wish  to 
leave  home;  and 

3)  in  comparison  to  the  St. 
George  campus  Erindale's 
smaller  lecture  halls  and 
classrooms  have  also  fos- 
tered this  "high  school"  la- 
bel. 

But  I  would  like  to  refute 
this  negative  mindset.  I 
have  been  a  faithful  mem- 
ber of  the  now  renamed 
"UTM"  campus  for  the  last 
four  years,  and  I  can  hon- 
estly say  that  the  smaller 
campus  environment  that  I 
share  with  many  Erindale 
students  has  contributed  to 
a  greater  sense  of  commu- 
nity and  friendship.  I  find 
nothing  wrong  with  a 
smaller  class  environment;  I 
feel  it  directly  contributes  to 
this  sense  of  fraternity.

Part  of  the  problem  is  that 
advocates  of  the  more  tra- 
ditional "Erindale  College" 
believe  that  this  name  bet- 
ter reflects  the  camptis' 
uniqueness  within  a  subur- 
ban environment.  At  the 
other  end  of  the  spectrum, 
"UTM"  advocates  believe 
this  acronym  better  de- 
scribes the  campus  as  an 
actual  "university",  rather 
than  being  perceived  as  a 
community-based  college. 

Anyway,  the  purpose  of 
this  article  is  to  give  incom- 
ing FROSH  a  better  feeling 
about  what  Erindale  or  UTM 
is  about.

Over  the  years  nursing  has 
evolved  into  a  profession 
that  requires  a  balance  of  in- 
terpersonal communication 
and  medical  science.  In  or- 
der to  receive  a  baccalaure- 
ate of  Nursing  Science,  we 
are  required  to  take  courses 
such  as:  physiology,  micro- 


biology, epidemiology  and 
more.  Now,  just  like  most 
other  health  professions,  to 
be  a  candidate  for  the  pro- 
gram you  are  required 
tohave  a  minimum  of  two 
years  University  experience. 
The  Nursing  Program  is  cur- 
rently a  very  demanding  pro- 
gram which  involves  instruc- 
tion on  more  than  just 
whatmany  people  consider 
"mundane  care".  This  is  only 
a  small  part  of  our  role  as  a 
nurse. 

3.  Nurses  are  just  people 
who  could  not  hack 
medicalschool. 

People  often  make  this 
comment  thinking  that  if  we 
could,  we  would  continue 
our  education  to  get  a  big- 
ger salary.  I'm  sure  many 
medical  students  wold  be 
insulted  by  the  implication 
that  they  are  just  in  it  for 
the  money.  But,  I'm  s\ire 
there  are  some  of  us  who 
would  find  medical  school 
very  challenging.  However, 
a  physician  plays  a  very  dif- 
ferent role  in  the  health  care 
system.  A  nurse  is  often 
considered  to  be  on  the 
"front  lines"  of  care.  This 
involves  a  great  amount  of 
interpersonal  communica- 
tion skills  and  caring.  It  is 
very  unfortunate  that  so 
many  people  in  our  society 


only  place  value  on  mon- 
etary revenue.  Those  of  us 
in  Nursing  take  great  pride 
in  our  role  as  a  care  provider 
and  have  learned  to  appre- 
ciate the  value  that  the  role 
of  caring  brings  to  our  soci- 
ety. 

4.  There  is  no  such  thing 
as  a  Masters  in  Nursing. 

I  was  once  asked,  "If  you 
get  your  Master's  in  Nursing, 
does  that  mean  that  you  can 
work  in  an  operating  room?" 
Many  people  do  not  realize 
that  the  Faculty  of  Nursing 
provides  a  Master's  Program, 
a  Nurse  Practitioner's  Pro- 
gram and  even  a  Ph.D.  Pro- 
gram. These  opportunities 
lead  to  positions  such  as: 
running  and  coordinating 
clinics,  scientific  research, 
and  roles  as  professors. 

5.  Nurses  love  engineers. 


It  has  been  a  long 
standing  tradition 
that  the  Faculty  of 
Nursing  and  the  Fac- 
ulty of  Engineering 
come  together.  This 
was  based  on  the 
male  to  female  ratios 
of  the  past.

What  it's  like  in 
Med  School

The  Faculty  of  Medicine  at 
the  University  of  Toronto  has 
a  long  standing  tradition  of 
educating  medical  students 
and  conducting  internation- 
ally recognized  research.  The 
medical  school  itself  is  lo- 
cated on  the  St.  George  Cam- 
pus at  the  university;  in  ad- 
dition, the  faculty  has  affili- 
ations with  many  teaching 
hospitals  and  community- 
based  programs  within  the 
city.  This  whole  network  pro- 
vides the  students  with  a 

wide  range  of  opportunities  to  learn  in  various  settings 
and  also  ^lore  various  areas  of  interest. 

The  H.D.  program  spans  four  years,  with  an  entering  class 
size.of  177.  Students  accepted  to  the  program  must  have 
com^eteid  afteasfthree  years  of  an  undergraduate  de- 
gree; many  students  entering  the  program  have  completed 
post-graduate  degrees.  As  a  medical  student,  you  find 
that  yc((Ji%lassmates  come  from  v^  diverse  backgrounds: 
biology,  chemistry,  johysjcs,  basic  medical  sciences,  engi- 
neering, or  humanities  to  name  a  few.  Thus,  there  may  not 
be  a  stereotypical  medical  student;  however,  such  a  large 
group  of  individuals  creates  a  very  rich  and  diverse  social 
environment. 

The  social  anfl^rofessional  needs  of  the  medical  student 
body  are  answered  by  MEDSOC  (The  Medical  Society).  This 
student  elected  organization  carries  the  concerns  of  medi- 
cal students  to  professional  bodies  such  as  the  Ontario 
Medical  Association.  MEDSOC  also  co-ordinates  many  ac- 
tivities and  programs,  such  as  the  Red  Cross  blood  drives 
held  at  the  Medical  Sdences  Building,  high  school  tutor- 
ing program  (Saturday  program).  Healthy  Sexuality  pro- 
gram (to  educate  high  students),  intramural  sports  teams 
(ultimate  frisbee  is  very  popular!!),  and  formal  affeirs  (par- 
ties!!). 

If  the  above  mentioned  doesn't  keep  you  busy  enough, 
read  on.  We  have  a  student  newspaper  (the  Auricle),  an 
annual  charity  variety  show  (Oaffydil),  a  yearbook 
(Aesculepius),  a  medical  journal  edited  by  students  (the 
University  of  Toronto  Medical  Journal),  International  Health 
Program  (IHP),  Faculty  of  Medicine  Open  House  and  many, 
many  more  things  to  do! 

As  you  can  see,  medical  school  can  be  so  much  more 
than  just  school  and  studying.  Of  course,  school  does  some- 
how fit  itself  into  the  busy  sodal  schedule!  In  September, 
Year  One  students  start  the  year  off  with  Dr.  Taylor  teach- 
ing Anatomy  (a  part  of  the  Structure  and  Function  course). 
Most  of  the  students  who  have  finished  first  year  will  tell 
you  that  anatomy  was  enjoyable  because  the  faculty  does 
go  out  of  its  way  to  help  the  students.  (Just  one  little 
piece  of  advice:  don't  be  late  for  classes  at  8:10  am  during 
the  anatomy  section  or  be  prepared  for  the  consequences!) 
After  Structure  and  Function,  the  other  courses  that  follow 
are  Metabolism  and  Nutrition  (biochemistry,  endocrinology, 
renal,  GI  physiology  and  histology),  and  then  Brain  and 
Behaviour  (a  chance  to  learn  about  neuroscience  and  also 
about  that  personality  disorder  you  have!).

Greetings  from  University 
of  Toronto's  Faculty  of  Den- 
tistry. Since  there  are  only 
two  dental  schools  in  all  of 
Ontario,  chances  are  good 
that  your  dentist  graduated 
from  here.  Our  name  is  self- 
explanatory  -  our  graduates 
become  dentists  and  spe- 
cialists, but  there  is  more  to 
our  faculty  than  just  drill- 
ing teeth.  The  following  is 
a  short  description  about  U 
of  T  Dentistry. 

Unlike  many  of  the  other 
faculties  on  campus,  our 
students  already  have  at 
least  two  years  (some  with 
many  more!)  of  university 
experience.  We  are  already 
familiar  with  the  university 
game  and  are  capable  at 
balancing  studying  with  so- 


cial activities. 

U  of  T  Dentistry  is  quite 
diverse.  Students  come  from 
all  across  Canada,  withj  feW: 
from  the  United  States  as 
well.  We  are  from  a  wide 
array  of  educational  bads* 
grounds  —  majors  in  psy- 
chology, biology,  economics, 
environment,  to  name  a  few. 
Some  have  bactjetbr  degrees, 
others  perhaps«ven  masters 
or  professional  degrees. 
There  h  wide  ethnic  repre- 
sentation in  Dentistry  which 
makes  all  of  our  potluck  par- 
ties a  real  treat.  There  is 
also  a  wide  range  of  ages. 
The  youngest  among  us  are 
about  nineteen  and  there 
really  is  no  upper  limit.  This 
diversity  makes  us  quite  an 
interesting  bunch  of  indi- 


viduals. Dentists  are  not  all 
the  same! 

Another  interesting  fact  is 
that  we  arg,  one  of  the 
smaller  faculties  on  campus. 
Dentistry  is  a  fourth  year 
program  with  about  65  to  80 
students  enrolled  in  each 
year.  Each  year  has  their 
own  class  student  council 
with  president,  vice-presi- 
dent, treasurer,  etc.  Sounds 
a  lot  like  high  school  doesn't 
it?  One  benefit  is  that  you 
will  eventually  get  to  meet 
almost  everyone.

The  main  building  of 
Univerity  College  is  pleas- 
ingly tall.

palettes.  To  treat  your 
tastebuds  without  breaking 
the  bank,  you  can't  do  bet- 
ter than  heading  due  south 
of  College  on  Spadina.  There 
are  dozens  of  good  restau- 
rants, featuring  authentic 
Chinese  cuisine,  within  a 
short  walk  of  Sid  Smith.

Tat  Wai  sea- 
food restaurant  has  lunch 
specials  starting  at  $3.99 
which  offers  rice  and  meat 
entrees,  chow  mein,  fried 
rice  and  assorted  vegeta- 
bles. Large  bowls  of  noodle 
soups  start  at  the  modest 
price  of  $2.50.  The  set  price 
meal  is  served  all  day  for 


$4.99  and  includes  simple 
yet  hearty  soup,  spring  rolls, 
entree,  and  a  bowl  of  rice. 
For  the  last  few  weeks,  we 
have  been  grazing  on  this 
bargain  of  a  meal.  Hot  and 
sour  soup  should  be  spicy 
enough  to  clear  your  sinuses 
and  this  is  good  decongest- 
ant medicine  indeed.  Not 
too  sweet  like  so  many  other 
versions.  Tat  Wai's  is  perhaps 
the  best  I've  ever  tasted. 
Along  with  pork,  tofu,  and 
veggies,  we  were  surprised 
to  uncover  a  couple  of 
shrimp!  Finding  any  meat  in 
a  soup  these  days  is  a  rarity 
but  netting  some  shrimp  is 
a  bonus.  For  those  who  pre- 
fer an  alternative  to  animal 
protein,  the  vegetable  soup 
is  a  splendid  choice.  This  nu- 
tritious concoction  is  com- 
prised of  fresh  cut  snow 
peas,  carrots  and  greens 
floating  in  an  unpretentious 
and  satisfying  broth.  The 
spring  roll  arrived  hot,  crispy 
and  crunchy  with  chunks  of 
meat  inside.  Not  at  all 
greasy.  A  lovely  plum  sauce 
accompanies  it  for  those 
with  a  sweet  tooth.  Deli- 
cious. Chicken  Kum  Po  Style 


is  a  pleasing  mix  of  diced 
chicken,  carrots,  celery,  and 
green  pepper,  all  cooked  up 
in  a  spicy  sauce.  Excellent. 
Beef  and  broccoli  is  a  sim- 
ple dish  that  contains  the 
two  ingredients  in  a  nice 
thick  sauce.  Yummy  for  the 
tummy. 

Belly  filled  to  the  max, 
throat  glowing  from  the  heat 
of  spice,  we  are  content.  Our 
fortune  cookie  said  "A  per- 
son is  never  too  old  to 
learn."  we  hope  not  thought 
the  two  of  us  and  amazed 
at  the  wisdom  contained 
within  a  cookie  we  laughed 
quietly,  paid  the  bill  and 
left.

I'm  getting  close.  I  can 
hear  it  over  the  horns  and 
streetcars  -  I  follow  the 
noise.  It  brings  me  through 
an  urban  jungle  of  glass 
edifice  and  networks  of  in- 
tertwined city  streets.. .the 
destination. ..it's  a  large 
dreary  warehouse  situated 
deep  within  the  King-Ad- 
elaide entertainment  dis- 
trict in  an  abandoned  indus- 
trial park,  safe  from  police. 
The  windows  are  filthy  and 
the  paint  on  the  doors  has 
faded  over  time.  Tonight 
this  warehouse  will  be  the 
destination  of  choice  for 
thousands. 

In  the  lineup  there  are 
people  of  all  races  and  sub- 
cultures. There  are  people 
that  have  come  from  all  over 
the  Golden  Horseshoe,  Chi- 
cago, New  Oersey.  These  are 
people  who  normally  would 
not  associate  with  each 
other,  but  tonight,  have 
come  together  as  ravers. 

Among  the  eclectic  crowd 
I  find  one  raver  (DO  Louis 
C)  who  welcomes  my  ques- 
tions and  speaks  openly 
about  rave  culture. 
WHY  DO  YOU  GO  TO  RAVES? 
I  go  to  check  the  DJ's.  Most 
times  at  the  bigger  parties, 
the  promoters  can  book  pre- 
mier talents  from  the  UK  and 
States.  So  being  in  the  in- 
dustry myself,  I  really  have 
to  keep  up  with  these  guys 
and  what  they're  doing...  I 
love  the  atmosphere  of  a 
rave  -  it's  just  pure  energy; 
most  of  the  time  I  just  go 
to  party. 

WHAT'S  SO  SPECIAL  ABOUT 
MUSICTHEY  PLAY  AT  RAVES? 
For  one  thing  there's  no 
commercial  music.  There's 
nothing  that  you'll  find  on 
radio  or  at  most  generic 
clubs  -  it's  totally  under- 
ground. Depending  on  the 
party  the  music  can 
vary.. .the  beats  are  fresh. 
Most  raves  now  offer  two 
different  rooms:  either  of 
jungle  (progressive)  house, 
and  techno.  The  difference 
with  these  beats  and  com- 
mercial music  is  that  it's  al- 
ways full  of  energy. 
SO  THEN  THE  MUSIC  IS  NOT 
ATTAINABLE  ANYWHERE 
OTHER  THAN  AT  UNDER- 
GROUND PARTIES? 
All  the  good  record  stores 
sell  house,  techno,  and  jun- 


gle  records  but  that's  not  the 
point.  People  don't  go  to 
raves  just  to  hear  the  mu- 
sic, they  go  for  the  party  - 
it's  the  whole  social  atmos- 
phere. 

WHAT  WERE  YOUR  nRST  IM- 
PRESSIONS OF  YOUR  FIRST 
RAVE? 

I  knew  I  was  in  love  the  first 
time  I  walked  past  the  se- 
curity guard.  The  whole  un- 
derground culture,  the  place 
was  just  booming  with  en- 
ergy, I  don't  know  what  to 
say,  I  was  just  totally  blown 
away. 

ANY  BAD  EXPERIENCES? 
Yeah.  At  my  first  rave,  my 
buddy  Daniel  was  totally 
wigged  out.  He  started 
jumping  up  and  down  yell- 
ing "I'm  the  DJ,  I'm  the  DJ". 
He  went  to  the  DJ's  booth 
and  started  throwing  his 
records  into  the  crowd;  se- 
curity threw  him  out.  Out- 
side he  was  running  circles 
around  a  hot  dog  vendor.  I 
think  he  slipped  on  a  block 
of  ice  or  something  'cause 
the  next  thing  you  know, 
we're  calling  an  ambu- 
lance... he  fractured  his 
head  on  the  pavement. 
ARE  RAVES  SAFE? 
Just  remember  to  keep  your 
wallet  in  your  drawers.  But 
for  the  most  part,  the  secu- 
rity guards  do  a  good  job  of 
keeping  weapons  out  of  the 
parties. 

ARE  RAVERS  AFRAID  OF  HAV- 
ING THE  PARTY  CRASHED  BY 
THE  COPS? 

The  cops  are  always  there. 
They're  always  outside  wait- 
ing for  a  fight  or  something, 
but  there  never  is.  I  think 
they're  usually  more  con- 
cerned with  buildings  ex- 
ceeding the  fire  code. 
HOW  BIG  ARE  RAVES  IN 
TERMS  OF  THE  PEOPLE 
THERE? 


It  depends  on  the  price  and 
promoter.  The  smaller  pro- 
moters which  usually  charge 
less  -  between  10-15  dollar 
-  tend  to  get  fewer  people, 
because  the  DJs'  they  book 
tend  to  be  all  local.  But  the 
larger  promoters  and  espe- 
cially the  New  Years'  raves 
go  from  20-35  dollars  and 
get  anywhere  from  4  to  10 
thousand  people. 
THE  MEDIA'S  IMPRESSION  OF 
RAVES  IS  THAT  THEY  ARE 
JUST  A  HAVEN  FOR  DRUGS. 
I  disagree  because  people 
go  to  raves  mainly  for  the 
social  atmosphere,  there's 
really  nothing  you'll  find  like 
it  unless  you  actually  go  to 
one  and  experience  it  for 
yourself.  Raves  are  a  place 
where,  yes,  you  can  do  and 
buy  drugs...  But  if  they  find 
you  selling  crack,  or  shoot- 
ing up  or  something  on  the 
dance  floor,  that's  not  cool, 
and  they'll  throw  your  ass 
out. 

YOU  FEEL  THAT  RAVE  PRO- 
MOTERS, CONDONE  AND  PRO- 
MOTE DRUG? 

You  damn  right  I  dol  When 
there  are  promotion  compa- 
nies called  Ellectric,  Effec- 
tive, and  ElNuff  out  there 
you  have  to  be  real  stupid  if 
you  think  e  stands  for  en- 
ergy. 

WHY  DO  YOU  THINK  THAT 
RAVES  ARE  SO  POPUUR? 
Well  the  biggest  attraction 
for  most  people  is  a  curios- 
ity of  the  whole  underground 
culture...  I  think  people  are 
tired  of  hearing  rehashed 
pop  and  retro  at  tradirional 
clubs,  and  have  turned  to 
raving  in  search  of  a  better 
party. 

WHAT  KIND  OF  PEOPLE  GO  TO 
RAVES? 

Most  people  who  do  go  are 
usually  under  21.  Although 
I  once  saw  a  guy  who  was 
in  his  60's  dancing  in  a  su- 
perman outfit,  which  goes 
to  show  that  all  kinds  of 
people  go  to  raves. 
WOULD  YOU  RECOMMEND 
RAVES? 

Raves  aren't  for  everybody. 
I  mean,  I  would  never  tell 
my  mom  to  go  to  a  rave. 
Generally  to  have  a  good 
time  at  raves,  you  got  to 
have  an  open  mind  and  the 
right  perspective.

But  not  this 
time.  With  the  release  of  the 
most  recent  This  Is  Hardcore 
(which  kicks  major  ass,  by 
the  way),  the  mighty  Pulp 
was  not  only  coming  to  To- 
ronto, but  to  it's  premiere 
venue;  Massey  Hall. 

I  secured  my  tickets  im- 
mediately and  was  one  of 


the  lucky  few  to  witness 
Pulp  live.  Montreal's  Bran 
Van  300  opened  the  show  to 
a  pretty  receptive  crowd  and 
to  be  honest,  it  was  the  first 
time  I  had  heard  them  play.

Monster  Records  at  564 
Yonge  Street  (neighbour  of 
the  Beast)  is  a  very  cool 
store.  Roger  and  Fred,  the 
guys  who  run  it,  will  buy 
your  old  CD's,  Vinyl,  Vids, 
Mags  etc.  Some  of  the  stuff 
they  carry  would  blow  the 
mind  of  even  the  most  hard- 
ened nostalgia  buff.  The  Six 
Million  Dollar  Woman 
boardgame  sits  on  a  shelf, 
still  in  the  original  cello- 
phane wrapper,  unopened 
for  over  twenty  yearsl  There 
are  people  that  would  kill  to 
play  with  a  virgin  Lindsay 
Wagner  toy  but  of  course 
those  peopVe  ate  s\cV.  and 
deranged.  Not  at  all  like  Rob 
Hawkes  and  Gord  Oxley, 
two  halves  of  the  whole  of 
the  hilarious  comedy  team 
Fast  and  Dirty,  and  who  I 
meet  in  the  store  under  the 
gaze  of  the  lovely  Lindsay. 

I  was  lucky  enough  to  see 
them  recently  performing  for 
Sketch  Com,  a  new  TV  show 
debuting  in  the  fall  on  the 
CBC.  Produced  by  Roger 
Abbot  and  Don  Ferguson, 
of  Royal  Canadian  Air  Farce 
fame.  Sketch  Com  is  breath- 
ing fresh  air  into  a  down  but 
not  out  national  TV  network. 
"We've  learned  a  lot  from 
Roger  and  Don,  about  edit- 
ing, paring  down  and  craft- 
ing our  work  "said  Rob,  " 
They're  totally  hands  on,  and 
oversee  every  aspect  of  the 
show  which  has  been  a  real 
help  to  us.  They  care  so 
much  about  what  they're 
doing,  and  they're  extremely 


down  to  earth  and  real. 
They're  amazing  guys, 
they're  the  best!"  Gord  quips 
"Not  like  we're  trying  to  suck 
up  or  anything."  They  both 
laugh  good  naturedly  at  the 
self  mockery,  the  way  only 
good  friends  will,  and  I  get 
the  sense  that  this  is  a  real 
team.  They  met  about  ten 
years  ago  at  Theatresports, 
an  improv  show  at 
Harbourfront  and  "had  a  lot 
of  fun."  Three  years  ago  Rob 
was  hosting  a  comedy  show 
at  the  Oasis  club  (College 
and  Spadina)  and  asked  Gord 
to  come  by  and  join  him  in 
a  t\N0  hander.  Something 
clicked  and  they  have  been 
working  together  ever  since. 

They  started  doing  a 
weekly  radio  show  called 
Channel  Zero,  on  the  Univer- 
sity of  Toronto's  own  CIUT 
89.5  FM,  every  Saturday  af- 
ternoon from  5  to  6pm.  The 
show  consists  of  about 
twenty  minutes  of  written 
material,  and  the  rest  is 
phone  calls  and  improv.  "If  s 
been  a  tremendous  training 
ground  for  us,  we  have  hun- 
dreds of  bits  on  file  that  we 
want  to  do,"  says  Rob  who 
works  as  an  actor  in  real  life. 
Gord  works  at  the  University 
of  Toronto  but  for  reasons 
known  only  to  his  parole 
officer  and  himself,  prefers 
to  keep  the  locale  incognito. 
He  has  a  bit  of  a  temper  so 
I  will  respect  his  wishes.  The 
last  radio  show  will  be  on 
August  29  and  as  the  guys 
explain  in  a  news  release  "It

was  a  hard  decision  to  make 
because  we  have  had  an  ex- 
tremely enjoyable  time  do- 
ing the  show,  from  writing 
and  performing  new  stuff 
each  week  to  getting  on 
some  great  guests  over  the 
time,  but,  three  years  and 
550+  sketches,  songs, 
monologues,  poems  and 
other  assorted  ditties  later, 
we  are  looking  to  'channel' 
our  energies  into  other 
projects.  Thanks  to  all  who 
have  ever  helped  us  with  it, 
been  a  guest  on  it,  or  gave 
us  feedback  on  how  badly  a 
particular  sketch  sucked  (  or 
conversely  how  it  changed 
their  life).  We  won't  forget 
your  support!" 

Asked  what  they  enjoyed 
most  TV,  radio  or  stage  and 
Rob  replied  "Stage  is  the 
most  fun.  I  did  a  one  man 
show  The  Surreal  Detective 


Versus  John  Nothing  ,  which 
had  thirteen  characters.  It 
was  very  physical.  I'd  love 
to  do  more  because  you  an- 
swer to  yourself,  you  explore 
and  take  risks,  and  it's  just 
your  own  but  on  the  line." 
Co  created  and  directed  by 
Caroline  Azar,  it  ran  for  three 
weeks  at  the  360  club  on 
Queen  street  west.  "Theat- 
rical gold,"  says  Gord,  "I  was 
totally  impressed  and 
stunned.  I  would  have  to 
agree  that  doing  the  live 
stuff  things  change  all  the 
time,  and  usually  for  the 
better.  Ifs  fresh  and  change- 
able. We  play  off  each  other 
and  the  audience  too.  Some- 
times we'll  be  trolling  the 
audience  for  suggestions, 
and  if  we  use  them  then 
they're  helping  us  to  write 
the  show  as  we  perform  it." 
Rob  adds  that  "When  we're 


onstage  Gord  has  a  kind  of 
intensity  that  keeps  us 
focussed.  Sometimes  ifs  like 
a  crazy  game  of  ping  pong." 
Gord  laughs  "Yeah,  and  some 
other  times  ifs  like  watch- 
ing a  bowl  of  porridge  grow- 
ing cold."
